Even by the code of Justinian «;■ 

mutes are declared incapable of legally 
valid contracts. But the church reach- 
ed on a protecting hand to them, ami 
when the disturbances o\ the migra- 
tion ol' the nations began to subside, 
we hear t^\' attempts made to instruct 
them. The Venerable Bcde tells us 
that in <iSm. he met and instructed 
deaf-mutes. About he same date, 
liiidolphus Agricola, of Heidelbi 
in his lh lnvttttioitc Diabetica, men- 
tions meeting With an educated deaf- 
mute. 

But the first recorded attempt at 
their systematic instruction is that 
Spanish Benedictine monk. Pedro
